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PREFACE. 


This  Manual  originated  in  a  deeply-felt  want  of  more 
of  the  Bible  in  our  Public  Schools.  Portions  of  it  were 
used  in  the  school-room  in  manuscript,  arranged  in  con- 
venient lessons  and  committed  to  memory  by  the  pupils. 
The  hearty  interest  taken  in  this  Bible  exercise  by  the 
scholars,  as  well  as  the  labor  of  preparing  and  copying 
successive  lessons,  suggested  the  idea  of  preparing  for 
the  press  a  small  Manual  for  the  Public  Schools.  On 
submitting  that  portion  of  the  work  already  prepared  to 
several  clergymen  and  other  literary  gentlemen;  the 
author  was  encouraged  to  complete  it  for  publication. 
Thus  encouraged,  the  work  was  resumed,  and  after  two 
years  brought  to  completion. 

The  author  cherishes  the  hope  that  an  increased  inter- 
est in  the  Bible  may  be  awakened  by  introducing  into 
the  day-schools,  and  also  into  Sunday-schools  and  fam- 
ilies, this  series  of  questions  and  answers,  embracing,  as 
they  do,  a  summary  of  the  leading  truths  and  events  of 

the  Sacred  Writings.

A  chosen  order  of  men  appointed  for  offering  sacrifices 
and  conducting  public  worship. 

3.  What  is  meant  by  a  sacrifice? 

An  animal  or  anything  presented  to  God  as  an 
offering.  • 

4.  What  is  meant  by  the  Aaronic  priesthood? 

It  was  so  called  because  it  proceeded  from  the  family 
of  Aaron. 

5.  Were  all  the  male  descendants  of  Aaron  consecrated  to  the 
priesthood  ? 

They  were,  and  the  first-born  son  of  every  family  in 
succession  was  constituted  a  high-priest. 

6.  What  is  said  of  the  garments  of  the  priests  ? 

When  the  Lord  had  set  apart  Aaron  and  his  sons  for 
the  priest's  office,  he  commanded  Moses  to  make  them 
holy  garments  of  rich,  and  costly  material,  "for  glory 
and  for  beauty." 

7.  What  did  the  Lord  give  to  Moses  when  he  had  finished  com- 
muning with  him  ? 

He  delivered  to  him  the  tables  of  the  commandments. 

8.  What  is  said  of  the  people  when  they  saw  that  Moses  delayed 
to  come  down  from  the  mount? 

They  became  impatient,  and  caused  Aaron  to  make 
them  a  golden  calf  to  be  their  god.

They  offered  sacrifice  unto  it  and  worshiped  it,  saying, 

"  These  be  thy  gods  which  brought  thee  up  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt."

He  commanded  Moses  to  go  down  to  the  people,  saying, 
"  They  have  corrupted  themselves ;  they  have  made  a 
molten  calf  and  have  worshiped  it."

He  threatened  to  consume  them  all  and  make  of  Moses 
a  great  nation.

13.  How  was  Moses  affected  when  he  drew  near  to  the  camp  and 
heard  the  singing  and  saw  the  calf  and  the  dancing? 

His  anger  was  kindled,  and  he  cast  the  tables  out  of 
his  hands  and  brake  them  beneath  the  mount.

He  burnt  it  in  the  fire  and  ground  it  to  powder ;  then 
strewed  it  upon  the  water  and  made  the  children  of  Israel 
drink  of  it.

Moses  commanded  that  the  idolaters  should  be  slain 
with  the  sword. 

16.  Plow  many  fell  that  day? 
About  three  thousand  men. 

17.  What  did  Moses  do  for  the  people  the  next  day  after  the 
slaughter  ? 

He  returned  to  the  Lord  and  sought  forgiveness  for 
them. 

18.  What  was  the  effect  of  Moses'  intercession  ? 

The  Lord  would  not  grant  them  pardon,  but  threat- 
ened to  blot  the  guilty  out  of  his  book,  to  visit  their  sin 
upon  them  and  to  withhold  from  them  his  presence. 

19.  What  promise  did  the  Lord  make  to  Moses  when  he  had 
again  made  supplication  for  the  people? 

"  My  presence  shall  go  with  thee,  and  I  will  give  thee 
rest." 
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1.  Was  the  Lord  willing  to  renew  the  commandments? 
He  was. 

2.  What  did  he  command  Moses  to  do? 

To  hew  two  tables  of  stone  like  unto  the  first  and  bring 
them  to  him  on  the  top  of  the  mount. 

3.  For  what  purpose  ? 

That  he  might  write  upon  them  the  words  that  were 
on  the  first  tables  which  he  had  broken. 

4.  Was  any  other  person  permitted  to  be  on  the  mount  at  this 
time? 

No  one ;  neither  were  the  flocks  and  herds  allowed  to 
feed  before  the  mount. 

5.  How  long  was  Moses  with  the  Lord  on  the  mount? 
Forty  days  and  forty  nights. 

6.  What  is  said  of  Moses  when  the  forty  days  had  expired  ? 
He  descended  from  the  mount  with  the  tables  of  the 

testimony  in  his  hand,  and  the  skin  of  his  face  shone, 
though  he  knewT  it  not. 

7.  How  were  Aaron  and  the  people  affected  by  his  presence? 
They  were  afraid  to  come  near  him. 

8.  What  did  Moses  do  ? 

He  called  them  unto  him ;  and  w7hen  he  had  covered 
his  face  with  a  veil,  he  gave  them  in  commandment  all 
that  the  Lord  had  spoken  with  him  in  the  mount. 

9.  What  instructions  were  given  concerning  the  tabernacle  ? 
Preparations  were  to  be  made  for  its  erection,  and  all 

the  people  who  were  willing  were  requested  to  bring  their 
offerings  and  assist  in  the  work. 

10.  What  were  some  of  the  articles  they  were  requested  to 
bring  ? 

Gold,  silver  and  brass ;  precious  stones  and  fine  linen 
of  rich  colors ;  also,  oils  and  spices. 
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11.  Were  tlie  people  willing  to  contribute  to  the  sanctuary  ? 
They  were ;    both  men  and  women    brought  offerings 

in  such  abundance  that  the  workmen  had  more  than 
enough,  and  Moses  gave  commandment  that  they  should 
bring  no  more. 

12.  Were  they  also  willing  to  help  with  the  work  ? 

They  were  ;  even  the  women  spun  with  their  hands — 
some  fine  work,  and  others  coarse,  of  goats'  hair. 

13.  Who  were  divinely  appointed  to  superintend  the  building 
of  the  tabernacle  and  to  make  the  holy  garments  ? 

Bezaleel  of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  and  Aholiab  of  the 
tribe  of  Dan. 

14.  What  was  done  when  the  tabernacle  was  completed? 
It  was  taken  to  Moses  to  be  examined. 

15.  What  did  Moses  do? 

He  looked  upon  every  part  of  it ;  and  when  he  saw 
that  it  was  done  as  the  Lord  had  commanded,  he  blessed 
the  people. 

16.  What  next  was  done  ? 

Moses  at  God's  command  set  up  the  tabernacle  and  its 
furniture,  and  consecrated  it  to  holy  use,  pouring  anoint- 
ing oil  upon  every  part  of  it. 

17.  What  occurred  when  Moses  had  finished  the  work  ? 

A  cloud  covered  the  tent,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
filled  the  tabernacle,  so  that  Moses  was  not  able  to  enter  in. 
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1.  What  is  said  of  the  consecration  of  the  priesthood? 

Moses  brought  Aaron  and  his  sons  to  the  door  of  the 
tabernacle,  and  when  he  had  washed  them  with  water, 
he  put  upon  them  the  holy  garments,  and  anointed  them 
for  their  sacred  office. 
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2.  What  did  the  Lord  say  in  regard  to  their  office  ? 

"Their  anointing  shall  surely  be  an  everlasting  priest- 
hood throughout  their  generations." 

3.  When  was  the  tabernacle  set  up? 

On  the  first  day  of  the  first  month. 

4.  How  long  was  it  after  the  Israelites  had  come  out  of  Egypt? 
Fourteen  days  less  than  a  year. 

5.  By  what  was  the  tabernacle  surrounded? 

By  an  enclosure  called  the  court  of  the  tabernacle. 

6.  Can  you  describe  the  court  ? 

It  was  a  space  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  and 
seventy-five  in  width,  enclosed  by  fine  linen  curtains  hung 
from  sixty  brazen  pillars. 

7.  WThat  is  said  of  the  entrance  or  gate  of  the  court  ? 

It  was  hung  with  a  curtain  of  different  color  and  tex- 
ture from  the  rest,  which  could  be  drawn  up  or  let  down. 

8.  What  was  the  size  of  the  tabernacle  itself? 

It  was  forty-five  feet  long,  fifteen  feet  high  and  fifteen 
wide. 

9.  WThat  do  we  know  about  its  construction  ? 

The  sides  and  back  part  were  enclosed  with  boards  of 
acacia  wood,  richly  gilded,  and  the  front  wTas  open. 

10.  How  many  coverings  had  it  ? 

Four :  the  first  of  fine-twined  linen,  embroidered  with 
cherubim  ;  the  second  of  goats'  hair ;  the  third  of  rams' 
skins  ;  and  the  fourth  of  badgers'  skins. 

11.  What  covered  the  entrance  or  door  of  the  tabernacle? 

A  beautifully  wrought  curtain,  suspended  on  five 
columns. 

12.  What  were  the  divisions  of  the  sanctuary  ? 

It  contained  two  apartments — called  the  holy  place  or 
sanctuary,  and  the  holy  of  holies. 

13.  How  were  they  separated  ? 

By  a  richly-embroidered  curtain  or  veil,  hanging  en- 
tirely across  and  reaching  from  the  top  to  the  bottom. 
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14.  Which  of  the  priests  was  permitted  to  enter  the  most  holy 
place  ? 

.  Only  the  high-priest,  and  he  but  once  a  year. 

15.  On  what  day? 

On  the  tenth  day  of  the  seventh  month,  which  was  the 
great  day  of  atonement. 

16.  After  what  ceremonies  ? 

After  having  slain  a  sin-offering  for  himself  and  one 
for  the  people,  he  had  to  enter  with  the  sprinkling  of 
blood  and  burning  of  incense.

1 .  What  was  the  furniture  of  the  court  ? 
The  altar  of  burnt-offering  and  the  brazen  laver. 

2.  Describe  the  altar  of  burnt-offering. 

It  was  made  of  acacia  wood,  and  was  seven  feet  and 
six  inches  square  and  four  feet  and  six  inches  high. 

3.  In  what  manner  was  it  constructed  ? 

It  was  hollow  and  plated  with  brass.  On  each  corner 
was  a  horn,  and  over  the  top  a  grate  which  held  the  fire. 

4.  What  was  the  laver  ? 

It  was  a  vessel  resembling  an  urn,  that  contained  water 
for  washing  the  hands  and  feet  of  the  priests  when  they 
were  about  to  enter  the  sanctuary. 

5.  Name  the  furniture  of  the  holy  place  of  the  tabernacle. 
The  golden  candlestick,  the  table  of  shew-bread  and 

the  altar  of  incense. 

6.  Will  you  describe  the  golden  candlestick? 

It  consisted  of  a  stem  and  six  branches,  the  stem  and 
each  branch  bearing  a  lamp. 

7.  What  is  said  of  the  lamps? 

They  were  daily  trimmed  and  supplied  with  pure  olive 
oil. 
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8.  When  were  they  kept  burning  ? 

Always  at  night,  and  some  of  them  probably  during 
the  day. 

9.  What  is  meant  by  the  table  of  shew-bread  ? 

Opposite  the  candlestick  was  placed  a  golden  table, 
upon  which  was  set  unleavened  bread  prepared  anew 
every  Sabbath. 

10.  How  many  loaves  were  put  upon  the  table  at  a  time  ? 
Twelve,  according  to   the  number  of  the   tribes   of 

Israel. 

11.  Why  was  it  called  shew-bread  ? 

Because  it  stood  continually  before  the  Lord. 

12.  What  was  done  with  the  old  loaves  when  they  had  been  re- 
moved ? 

They  were  generally  eaten  by  the  priests  in  the  court 
of  the  sanctuary. 

13.  Can  you  describe  the  altar  of  incense? 

It  wTas  eighteen  inches  square  and  three  feet  high ;  it 
was  overlaid  with  pure  gold,  and  encircled  at  the  top 
with  a  crown  of  gold. 

14.  What  was  its  use  ? 

Upon  it  incense  was  burned  every  morning  and  evening. 

15.  What  was  placed  in  the  holy  of  holies? 
The  ark  of  the  covenant. 

16.  Can  you  describe  this  ark? 

It  was  a  small,  oblong  chest,  beautifully  constructed 
according  to  the  direction  of  God  himself. 

17.  What  was  its  size  ? 

It  was  three  feet  and  nine  inches  in  length,  and  two 
feet  and  three  inches  in  width  and  height. 

18.  Of  what  was  it  made  ? 

Of  acacia  wood,  and  covered  with  plates  of  gold. 

19.  What  formed  the  lid  or  cover  of  the  ark  ? 

The  mercy-seat,  wrhich  was  made  of  pure  gold  and  was 
surmounted  on  each  end  by  a  golden  cherub. 
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20.  What  rested  over  the  mercy-seat? 

The  symbol  of  the  Divine  presence  in  the  form  of  a 
cloud. 

21.  What  articles  were  placed  within  the  ark? 

The  tables  of  the  ten  commandments  and  the  golden 
pot  with  manna. 

22.  Was  the  tabernacle  a  movable  structure  ? 

It  was ;  the  Israelites  bore  it  with  them  when  they 
journeyed.

1.  Name  the  third  book  of  the  Old  Testament? 
Leviticus. 

2.  Of  what  does  this  book  mainly  consist? 

Of  ceremonial  laws  delivered  to  Moses  from  above  the 
mercy-seat. 

3.  When  were  they  delivered  ? 

During  the  first  month  after  the  tabernacle  was  erected. 

4.  Why  is  this  book  called  Leviticus? 

Because  it  relates  to  the  Levitical  priesthood. 

5.  What  do  you  understand  by  the  Levitical  priesthood? 

It  is  so  called  because  Aaron,  the  first  high-priest,  be- 
longed to  the  tribe  of  Levi. 

6.  How  are  the  ceremonies  of  the  consecration  of  the  priest- 
hood described  ? 

They  were  grand  and  imposing.  They  were  performed 
in  the  presence  of  all  the  people  who  were  gathered  be- 
fore the  court  of  the  tabernacle. 

7.  Plow  long  was  the  time  of  the  consecration  of  the  priests  ? 
Seven  days;  during  which  time  they  had  to  abide  at 

the  door  of  the  tabernacle  day  and  night  and  keep  the 
charge  of  the  Lord. 
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8.  What  is  said  in  regard  to  the  newly-consecrated  priests  ? 

At  the  direction  of  Moses  they  entered  upon  their 
office  and  offered  sacrifices  for  themselves  and  for  the 
people. 

9.  What  token  had  they  of  the  acceptance  of  their  offerings? 
There  went  fire  out  from  the  Lord  and  consumed  their 

sacrifices. 

10.  What  is  said  of  Nadab  and  Abihu? 

"  They  offered  strange  fire  before  the  Lord,  which  he 
commanded  them  not." 

11.  What  is  meant  by  strange  fire? 

Fire  that  had  not  been  kindled  by  the  Lord — such  as 
they  themselves  brought  in  their  censers. 

12.  Who  were  ISadab  and  Abihu? 
The  sons  of  Aaron. 

13.  What  was  their  punishment  ? 
God  consumed  them  with  fire. 

14.  In  what  words  did  Moses  forbid  Aaron  and  his  remaining 
sons  to  mourn  for  jSadab  and  Abihu ? 

"  Uncover  not  your  heads,  neither  rend  your  clothes, 
lest  ye  die,  and  lest  wrath  come  upon  all  the  people." 

15.  Why  were  they  not  permitted  to  leave  the  tabernacle? 
Because  the  anointing  oil  of  the  Lord  was  upon  them. 

16.  What  were  the  names  of  Aaron's  remaining  sons? 
Eleazar  and  Ithamar. 

17.  What  other  history  does  this  book  contain  besides  what  re- 
lates to  the  priesthood? 

We  have  an  account  of  Shelomith's  son,  who  was 
stoned  to  death  for  blaspheming  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

18.  What  is  known  of  his  parents? 

His  mother  was  an  Israelitish  woman  of  the  tribe  of 
Dan,  and  his  father  an  Egyptian.

The  tribe  of  Levi ;  being  set  apart  to  serve  in  the 
tabernacle. 

7.  What  number  was  contained  in  the  first  account  ? 

Six  hundred  and  three  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty. 

8.  Did  this  include  all  ? 

No ;  only  the  men  from  twenty  years  old  and  upward. 

9.  How  were  the  Levites  numbered  ? 

All  the  males  from  a  month  old  and  upward. 

10.  What  was  their  number? 
Twenty-two  thousand. 

11.  What  promise  of  God  to  Abraham  was  already  verified  in 
reference  to  his  posterity  ? 

That  his  seed  should  be  as  the  stars  of  heaven  for 
multitude. 

12.  How  many  sons  had  Levi? 

Three :  Gershon,  Kohath  and  Merari. 
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13.  From  which  of  them  did  Moses  and  Aaron  descend  ? 
From  Kohath,  who  was  their  grandfather. 

14.  What  is  said  of  offerings  made  at  the  dedication  of  the  tab- 
ernacle ? 

The  princes  of  Israel  brought  before  the  Lord  six 
covered  wagons  and  twelve  oxen. 

15.  Who  are  meant  by  these  princes  ? 

They  were  the  same  that  presided  over  the  numbering 
of  the  people. 

16.  What  use  was  to  be  made  of  the  wagons  and  oxen? 

They  were  to  be  given  to  the  Levites  for  the  safe  con- 
veyance of  the  table,  when  the  Israelites  would  set  for- 
ward.

Aaron  and  his  sons  were  commanded  to  take  it  down

various  gifts  of  great  value.

He  possessed  vast  flocks  aud  herds  and  a  very  great 
household,  so  that  he  was  the  greatest  of  all  the  men  of 
the  East.

6.  What  murmurings  arose  in  those  days  when  the  number  of 
the  disciples  had  increased  ? 

The  Grecians  brought  complaint  against  the  Hebrews, 
because  their  widows  were  neglected  in  the  daily  minis- 
tration.

They  called  together  the  disciples,  and  directed  that 
they  should  select  from  their  number  seven  men  of  honest 
report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  who  might 
be  appointed  over  this  matter.

"  What  mean  ye,  to  weep  and  to  break  my  heart?  for 
I  am  ready  not  to  be  bound  only,  but  also  to  die  at 
Jerusalem  for  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.''

The  Jews  who  were  of  Asia. 

8.  What  did  they  cry  out  ? 

"  Men  of  Israel,  help.  This  is  the  man  that  teacheth 
all  men  everywhere  against  the  people,  and  the  law,  and 
this  place."

The  whole  city  was  moved;  the  people  ran  together, 
drew  Paul  out  of  the  temple,  and  were  about  to  kill 
him.

He  besought  them  all  to  take  meat,  saying  this  was  the 
fourteenth  day  that  they  had  continued  fasting. 

8.  How  did  he  again  assure  them  of  their  preservation  ? 

He  said  there  should  not  a  hair  fall  from  the  head  of 
any  of  them. 

9.  When  Paul   himself  had  spread  the   table,  and    had  given 
thanks,  how  were  they  refreshed?

A  viper  came  out  of  the  heat  and  fastened  on  his  hand. 

9.  What  did  the  natives  think  of  this  ? 

They  concluded  that  Paul  was  a  murderer,  who,  though 
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he  had  escaped  the  sea,  yet  vengeance  suffered  him  not 
to  live.
